GRIGORIEV— A    SECOND    IMPRESSION

It  is  a  Grigoriev  more  varied  and  significant 
that  we  welcome  upon  the  present  occasion. 
To  the  primitive  and  poignant  Visages  Russes, 
and  the  spirited  transcripts  of  French  life 
and  scene,  have  been  added  a  series  of  likenesses 
of  the  Moscow  Art  Theatre  players  which,  for 
salient  veracity,  assume  a  unique  position  in 
the  painter's  gallery  of  native  portraiture. 
Whatever  its  theme,  the  outstanding  feature 
of  Grigoriev's  work  is  its  sturdy,  forthright 
nationalism.  Whilst  not  a  few  among  his 
compatriots  are  more  West  European  than 
Slavic  in  their  artistic  affiliations,  Boris  Grig- 
oriev remains  resolutely  Russ. 

When,  last  season,  the  Moscow  players 
paused  for  a  time  in  Paris,  Grigoriev,  the  in- 
voluntary exile,  was  enabled  to  revive  im- 
pressions of  his  native  country.  That  searching 
veritism  which  constitutes  the  supreme  achieve- 


ment  of  these  incomparable  artists  irresistibly 
attracted  him,  and  in  the  haunting  countenan- 
ces of  Moskvin,  Kachalov,  and  Madame  Knip- 
per-Chekhova  he  reread  the  story  of  Russia's 
travail  and  spiritual  triumph. 

Despite  its  manifest  preoccupation  with 
problems  of  line  and  form,  its  evident  sympathy 
with  current  neo-classicism,  the  vision  of  Grig- 
oriev  is  in  essence  romantic.  It  is  romantic 
as  Gorky  is  romantic;  romantic  as  are  the 
soul-racked  pages  of  Fyodor  Dostoevsky.  In 
brief,  it  is  feeling,  not  form,  that  maintains 
ascendency  in  these  vital,  invigorating  canvases. 

Profound  in  its  humanity,  individual  and 
antiacademic  in  appeal,  the  work  of  Grigoriev, 
like  the  man  himself,  is  illumined  by  a  courageous 
salutary  insurgency.  Boris  Dimitryievich  did 
not  divine  his  true  artistic  destiny  within  the 
portals  of  the  Imperial  Academy,  that  im- 
posing sepulchre  of  creative  aspiration  on  the 
Vasilievsky  Ostrov.  He  discovered  himself 
amid  the  red  flare  of  Revolution,  and  the  in- 
spiring ferment  of  a  reborn  Russia.
